Cr. McINTOSH DIES 


Cr. S. G. Mcintosh was fatally 
injured in a car accident early 
last Sunday, November 19. 


The announcement of the death 
of the former shire president 
and councillor of Altona was re- 
ceived with deep concern by Al- 
tona people. 

The accident occurred on Gee- 
long-rd. at 12-15 a.m: 

Cr. McIntosh, driving Mr. Lew 
Noordenne’s Mercedes car, was 
taking four interstate soccer 
players back to the Palms Motel 
in Footscray. Also in the car 
was. Mr. Noordenne’s - eldest 
daughter and a girlfriend. 


In following cars were Cr. H. 
W. Lee and Mr. L. C. Noordenne. 
They also were taking young 
players back to the motel. 

Cr. McIntosh was killed out- 
tight and several passengers 
were injured. 

One lad had his jaw broken in 
several places and another had 
a severely bruised face and an 
injury to his leg which required 
stitches. 

Both were kept in hospital 
overnight. r 
Miss Noordenne has a bruised 
face and the other lass hurt her | 

arm. 

The sole occupant of the other 
car involved in the accident, 
Mr. Kent, of McArthurs-rd., Al- 
tona North, was critically in- 
jured:

es, Yéuth and Recreation Cen- 
tres, Industrial defence fagu: 
lishments. 


Because the Hosting District 
(707) had arranged with other 
districts across Canada to re- 
ceive the Group Study Team 
the members were able to ac- 
quaint themselves with much 
more of Canada than would 
have: been possible by a direct 
and uninterrupted route.

Many clubs in Altona had to 
wait over 30 years before dress- 
ing pavilions could be provided. 
He asked whether the club pro- 
poses to make: any financial con- 
tribution to the cost of the pa- 
vilion. 

Mr. Collins advised that under 
the clubs constitution it is re- 
quired that a percentage of gate 
takings are to be spent on the 
Reserve. If the Reserve is 
fenced, and the public controll- 
ed, gate takings will increase 
éonsiderably. 

Cr. Lee advised. that this com- 
mittee could only approve in 
principal the proposal to fence 
Kim Reserve and the building 
of _a Dressing Pavilion. 

Parking Facilities: Mr. Noor- 
denne explained this area, as 
shown on the proposed develop- 
ment plan, is at the east end of 
the Reserve, with access by cars 
through gates at the end of 
Leicester Square and Cambri ‘idge 
Street.
